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INTRODUCTION 

This document contains the Zoning Maps of the City and County of San Francisco. These maps are 
updated through May 2006. The maps reflect the information available to the Planning Department 
as of that date. Ordinances for all reclassifications adopted since June 1990 and future ordinances 
adopted between annual publications of these maps will be provided on a subscription basis. The 
reclassification ordinances normally list the address, the Assessor's block and lot numbers, and a 
metes and bounds description of the property being rezoned, making it possible to identify the property 
with precision. Subscribing to the map ordinance service will assure that you have the current 
information at all times as ordinances will be mailed to subscribers by the time new legislation takes 
effect. 

To find the zoning of any given parcel, the reader should locate the parcel on the relevant Use District 
Maps, numbered ZNOl— ZN13, and Height and Bulk District Maps, numbered HTOl— HT13, as well 
as checking to see if the parcel is in a Special Use District (numbered SUOl — SU13), Preservation 
District (numbered PDOl— PD08), Coastal Zone (numbered CZ04— CZ13), or Special Sign District 
(numbered SSOl and SS02). 

Finally, readers should be aware that the information provided in this document reflects the 
Department's transcription of zoning from adopted ordinances. It is accurate to the best of the 
Department's knowledge. However, the final legal determinant of the zoning of any parcel is the Board 
of Supervisor's ordinances adopting the applicable zoning. 

The Planning Department is in the process of comprehensively updating this Zoning Maps publication. 
In addition to reorganizing and renaming the maps, which is explained below, the Department is 
migrating from manually-intensive, hand-drafted maps to Geographic Information Systems (GIS)- 
based, electronically-generated, intelligent maps. Within this edition, the Zoning Use District (the 
ZN-numbered series) maps are the only ones to have received the full comprehensive updating. This 
update process for the Zoning Use District maps gave the Department, for the first time, the capability 
to print those maps in full color. 

Over the next year, the Height and Bulk Districts (HT series). Special Use Districts (SU series). 
Preservation Districts (PD series). Coastal Zone Areas (CZ series) and the Special Sign District (SS 
series) maps will be similarly revised and updated. In addition, the Department is preparing two new 
series of maps - the NC (Neighborhood Commercial) series which will show the boundaries of all of the 
Individual Area Neighborhood Commercial Districts and their respective quarter-mile radius buffer 
areas in which their NCD controls also apply, and the RA (Redevelopment Agency) series which will 
show the boundaries of all of the Redevelopment Agency's active Project Areas.

C-2 (COMMUNITY BUSINESS) DISTRICTS — These districts serve several 
functions. On a larger scale than most of the NC Districts, they provide comparison 
shopping goods and services on a general or specialized basis to a citywide or a 
regional market area, complementing the main area for such t5T)es of trade in 
downtown San Francisco. The C-2 Districts are generally located in the Telegraph 
Hill, Fisherman's Wharf, Stonestown and Executive Park areas as well as smaller 
sections on and around Van Ness Avenue. As in NC Districts, the emphasis is upon 
compatible retail uses, but a wider variety of goods and services is included to suit 
the longer term needs of customers and no distinctions are made between the 
various stories.
